EXPECTS THE ISLAND TO VOTE 
AGAINST INDEPENDENCE. 


His Confidence Is Based on Reports 
Made by Gen. Wood and on Let- 
ters Received From Havana 
Merchants. 


PLEDGE MADE BY CONGRESS. 


“That the United -States hereby disclaims any 
@isposition or intention to exercise sovereignty, 
Jurisdiction or control over said island except for 
the pacification thereof, and asserts its determina- 
tion, when that is accomplished, to leave the gov- 
ernment and control of the island to its people.’’— 
Fourth paragraph of the resolntions empowering 
the President to drive Spain out of Cuba, passed 
by Congress April 19, 1898.

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Shall it 
dependence or annexation? 

President McKinley is working energeti- 
cally upon a plan to submit this question 
to the people of Cuba. He believes that 
they would vote for annexation. 

Reports from Governor-General Brooke 
indicate a contrary view, but the President 
has received confidential letters from in- 
fluential representatives of commercial in- 
terests and from _other sources in and 
about Havana which have convinced him 
that Gen. Brooke is mistaken, and that 
the people in the Western portion of the 
island, as well as those in the Eastern 
portion, would gladly vote for a territo- 
rial government under the greater repub- 
lic. 

These confidential reports reveal a good 
deal more discord among the American 
provincial rulers than is usually believed 
to exist. The policy applied to the gov- 
ernment of the provinces in the Western 
end of the island—Pinar del Rio, Havana 
and Matanzas—which are directly under 
the supervision of Gen. Brooke, is, for in- 


stance, radically different from that inaug- 
urated by Gen. Leonard Wood, military 
commander of Santiagu. 

The government of Santiago is looked 
ony by the President as more desirabie 
than that in the Western provinces: Gen. 
Wood, while here recently, Made a per- 
sonal repurt to the President, who in- 
dorsed his policy and urged its continu- 
ance. 

Gen. Wood made many suggestions 
Waich will be pubsished for the guldance 
of the commanders of other Cuban Prov- 
inces. 

Tne President inquired particularly as to 
the extent of the sentiment for and against 
annexation, 

‘ “l am firmly convinced,” said Gen, Wood, 
‘that annexation would be carried by four 
to ‘one in Santiago. The peopie of that 
province, and I believe of the majority of 
other provinces, do not want independence. 
They have realized many benefits from the 
temporary government we have given them, 
and afe anxious to secure these benefits per- 
manent'y. 

“l have encouraged American enterprises 
in Santiago by giving Americans the pref- 
erence. I do not believe there has reached 
you from Santiago the complaints of dis- 
crimination against Americans that come 
trom Havana. 

“Americans who have established them- 
selves in Santiago and endeavored to extend 
their operationé to other provinces tei] me 
that they have been repulsed by the Amer- 
ican commanders and that English enter- 
prises have been given the preference, ’ 

Complaints of the unwarranted considera- 
tion shown European enterprises in Hav- 
ana and other Western provinces, to the 
detriment of American interests, have 
reached the President from many sources 
and it is not improbable that a change In 
the administration of the Cuban Govern- ° 
ment So eo be made.

A glance showed him that to attempt to 
rescue the horses would be folly, and be- 
sides their cries were ceasing. Berker's 
barns were gone, and Oswinkle’s were be- 
yond saving. ; 
Albens turned to the house. It was dark 
and he was startled to find the door locked. 
The family was yet sleeping. Even then the 
eaves were on fire. and a blaze was spread- 
ing over the shingled roof as though it 
were so much prairie grass.

The fire had come through the roof, and 
this open door made a draught. Before 
Oswinkle could return to the second floor 
the stairway was on fire. He frantically 
yelled to his wife. With great rapidity the 
flames spread over the house. As Mrs. 
Oswinkle stumbled through the smoke and 
falling tire brands, bearing one small child. 
she cried for May, whose room was in the 
rear. The girl responded. 

“Save the baby! I can’t see,” said Mrs. 
Oswinkle, as she half ran, half fell down 
the burning stairway to the open air. 

May is a brave girl and without hesitating 
she groped her way ‘nto her mother’s room 
across it to the bed, where the baby lay, 
nearly choked by smoke and tears. 

Burying its little face in her 
gown, May fought her way back to the 
stairway. To the girl the attempt to de- 
scend looked like courting death. High, 
thick flames shut off the way to the door. 
The fire had reached the parent's apart- 
ment; it Was impossible to reach that. The 
girl and babe were surounded by fire.

Geo. W. McClure Robbed of 
His Day’s Collections. 


KNOCKED DOWN BY THIEVES. 


LOLD ASSAULT AT EIGHTEENTH 
STREET. 


Two Highwaymen, in Sight of Passing 
Pedestrians, Fought McClure 
Fiercely and Secured $60 
in Cash. 


George W. McClure of 274 Locust street, 
who is a collector for the Singer Manu- 
facturing Co., was knocked down and rob- 
bed of $60 on the Eighteenth street bridge 
at about 9:45 Monday night. 

The robbery was as bold as any that has 
come to the knowledge of the police in 
recent years. It occurred at a place that 
is well lighted and at a time when there 
were pedestrians almost within seeing dis- 
tance.

The robbers hastily searched ‘his pockets 
and took his money.

There is a telegraph pole 
rising from the ground above the bridge at 
the point where the robbery occurred, It 
is supposed the footpads climbed down the 
pole to the railroad yards.

Several other pedestrians as well as two 
or three street cars passed ithe spot before 
McClure had sufficiently recovered from 
the effects of the blows to proceed. The 
robbers had left him without a penny, Dr. 
Waterhouse gave him 10 cents and Mc- 
Clure rode to the Four €ourts and reported 
the robbery to the police.

CROW HAS NOT COMPROMISED, 


Fate of the Insurance Companies in 
Combine in the Hands of the 
Supreme Court. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JBHFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 11.—It has 
been esistently reported that Attorney- 
Generai Crow had agreed with the ousjed 
insurance companies, under the decision 
of the Supreme Court for violation of the 
anti-trust law, to consent to a modifica- 
tion of the order to ailow' them 
to continue business on payment of 
a fine and the filing of certificates 
and affidavits that they have dios- 
solved their Western Union and that they 
would in the future obey the anti-trust 
law. To-day Attorney-General Crow state« 
that a proposition of that character hat 
been made to him, but that: he had not ac 
cepted it; that the matter was in the hands 
of the Supreme Court, and that it alone 
had power to act. He thinks the companiés 
should reduce rates in this State for insur. 
ance. They made a stubborn resistance to 
the euit in the court, and now he feels 
that they should be punished. The offes 
to accept a fine of $20 each for the 7 
companies would bring into the State 
Treasury nearly $20,000 for the school fund 
where all fines of this character go. 


It is not true as reported from Chicago 
that Attorney-General Crow has offered to 
compromise with the foreign insurance 


companies ruled out of the state by the 
recent Supreme-Court anti-trust decision, 
by allowing them to resume business upon 
payment of $100 fines and their promise not 
to enter into any rate agreement. 

Attorney, Given Campbell, who, with 
Major James R. Waddill represented the 
73 insurance companies in the suit recently 
decided, says no such proposition has been 
made by the Attorney-General. 

‘‘Personally,’’ he said, “I am of the opin- 
jon that the companies would be very giad 
to come! back’ on such terms, but no argu- 
ment has been reached. The matter was 
talked of between us and the Attorney- 
General| when we filed a motion for a re- 
hearing| the other day, but nothing was 
determined and I am positive the Attorney- 
Genera!| has made no such proposition to 
the companies. 

“In order that the companies may resume 
business on any terms, the Supreme Coyrt's 
order would have to be modified. The cowrt 
may, of its own volition, modify its order, 
but nobody, except the judges, knows 
when they will do this. The Attorney- 
General could suggest such a modification, 
or we could suggest it, but the court would 
finally have to determine what is to be 
done.” 

Many insurance agents confidently ex- 
pect that some such result as has been sug- 
gested will follow.

STONE ON THE SPOT 


SAID TO BE INVESTIGATING THE 
VAN WYCK BOOM. 


CONFERS WITH HOGG OF TEXAS. 


Again a Denial Made That Chairman 
Jones Will Resign From the 
Committee. 


NEW YORK, July 11.—The arrival here 
of William Joel Stone, of Missouri, has 
caused some uneasiness among the boomers 
of Judge Van Wyck for the Democratic 
nomination fo the Pesidency. 

Gov. Stone has been in consultation with 
Moses C. Wetmore, of St. Louis, ex-Gov. 
Hogg, of Texas, and an jinfluential Demo- 
cratic politician of Illinois. 

Stone will not admit that his mission 
here is political. He claims to be in New 
York on a business errand. But however 
true this assertion may be, Tammany men 
know that where Stone, Hogg and Wet- 
more are gathered together, politics will be 
the chief topic. Of the report that Chair- 
man James K. Jones has resigned the 


chairmanship of the National Committee 
Mr. Stone made this unequivocal state- 
ment: ‘“‘A letter just received from Senator 
Jones tells me that he is in good health 
and that he will return early in Septem- 
ber. I can state positively that he will re- 
main at the head of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee.”’ 

In regard to his presence in New York 
the Missourian made this explanation: 

“IT am here purely on personal and pri- 
vate business. It is true that, while here, 
I have had the unexpected pleasure of meet- 
ing several gentlemen prominent in_ poll- 
tics. But it was all by accident, I assure 
you. Meeting anybody connected with pol- 
itics was a thing further from my mini.

Rock Near Halifax. 


CAUSED BY A DENSE 


PASSENGERS NUMBERING 70| AND 


CREW OF 34 SAVED 


They Took to the Boats and 
Safely Landed on Sambro Islq 
Two Miles From Scene of 

the Disaster. 


HALIFAX, N. 8S., July 11.—The stpamer 
Portia, which struck on Big Fish shoal, 15 
miles east of Halifax last night, filled and 
sank during the night. 

The-only victim of the wreck was a 12- 
year-old Assyrian lad, known by the name 
of Basha, who was traveling second class 
from New York to 8t. Johns, N. B., where 
his mother lives. 


The others on board the steamer, includ- 
ing 70 passengers anda crew of 34 officers 
and men, were landed at Sambro Island. 
cared for there during the night, and will 
be brought here to-day. 

The accident, which happened about 7 
o’clock p. m., was due to a dense fog. The 
locality in which the Portia struck is very 
dangerous and even before she went down 
it Was apparent that she was badly dam- 
aged. 

The steamer struck the rocks with a 
shock that was felt in every part of her 
hull. and all on board knew instantly what 
had happened. The next moment the ‘heavy 
southwest swell lifted the steamer and 
forced her forward. A hurried investigation 
by the captain showed him the ship was 
broken and was filling and also that she 
was in danger of being forced across tne 
shoals and thrown into deep water beyond. 

He ordered the boats to be made ready at 
once, This was done, and the passenger, 
including about 30 women, filled them with- 
out confusion, although the dangerous 
swell added peril to the proceeding. 

As the passengers took their places it was 
discovered that the Assyrian lad was miss- 
ing. hasty search of the vessel was 
made, but the boy could not be found. 
When last seen he was seasick, and it is 
thought he had crawled into some obscure 
corner to lie down, and thus escaped ob- 
"Nees when the searchers tried to find 

m, 

The shipwrecked men and women all were 
landed on Sambro Island, which was hard- 
ly two miles from the place where the 
steamer lay. They were cared for there 
during the night, although the accommoda- 
tions were meager. The inhabitants of the 
island gave up their homes and their pro- 
visions, which were scanty. The steamers 
A. C. Whitrey and IL. Boyer were dis- 
patched from here as soon as possible after 
the news of the accident reached ere, 
bearing food for those at Sambro, The ar- 
rival of the steamers early to-day brought 
great relief to the shipwrecked men |and 
women, as well as to those who live on the 
island. 

At davbreak those who had come from 
the Portia were taken on ‘board the! two 
steamers from Halifax and they reached 
here this afternoon. 

None of the passengers saved their bag- 
gage, and a number reported that their 
money and jewels had been lost. 

Capt. Farrell, who left the Portia last 
night to look after the safe landing of his 
assengers, returned to the scene a few 
10urs later on a Sambro steamer. It was 
found that the Portia had been carried en- 
tirely over the shoal and sunk in nine or ten 
fathoms of water, a short distance on the 
other side, only the topmasts being visi- 
ble above the surfaee.

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A WAR OF FALSE FRETENSES. 


The chief argument of the supporters of Mr. McKinley’s war 
in the Philippines is that it is the duty of our Government to 
“restore and maintain order” in the islands. . Our international 
obligations and considerations of humanity, it is urged, alike 
forbade our leaving the Filpinos to “anarchy and throat- 
cutting.” 

Unfortunately for those who make this plea, they are not 
able to cite any facts to support it. There has been no dis- 
order in any of the islands save where our troops have gone to 
demand, in Mr. McKinley's name, the unconditional submis- 
sion of the natives to the “sovereignty of the United States 
over the entire archipelago.” 

President Schurman, late of the Peace Commission, who has 
just returned from a visit in the southern island of the group, 
found mc anarchy anywhere. He reported the natives as of 
a peaceful disposition.’ The only fighting has been with 
those whom they regard as invaders. They are not at war 
among themselves. They have their own civil government, 
which, while not up to the American standard, satisfies those 
who ordained it and meets their needs. 

The same thing was true in Luzon. Mr. Barrett, formerly our 
Minister to Siam, who was with Dewey’s fleet up to the sur- 
render of Manila, and afterward spent several months there 
studying the situation, in his article in the Review of Reviews 
speaks in high terms of both the civil goverinment and the 
army organized by Aguinaldo. He says: 

By the middle of October, 1898, he had assembled at Malolos a 
oongress of 100 men who would compare in behavior, manner, 
dress and education with the average men of the better classes of 
other Asiatic nations, possibly including the Japanese, These men, 
whose sessions I repeatedly attended, conducted themselves with 
great decorum and Showed a knowledge of debate and of parlia- 
mentary law that would not compare unfavorably with the Jap- 
anese Parliament. 

This is in harmony with the opinion of Admiral Dewey, 
given officially to the Navy Department, that the Filipinos 
are better capable of self-government than are the Cubans. 
Through all the nine months of waiting, from the invest- 
ment and final capture of Manila with the army of the Fili- 
pinos acting as our allies, up to the collision with our forces 
in February, there was no “anarchy’”’ or ‘‘disorder’’ in the is- 
land of Luzon. There was none during the centuries of Span- 
ish occupation, except such as Spain made or provoked. 

The purpose cf the Administration in the Philippines, so 
far as it has been disclosed, is that of subjugation and con- 
quest. Spain could not deliver the islands for which we paid 
$20,000,000, and we are trying to secure possession by force. 
Any other plea is false and hypocritical. The truth about this 
unwerranted and costly war is dispassionately set forth in 
the extracts from an English journal at Hongkong printed on 
this page to-day.

THE NEW "PLUNGER, 


STEVE L’HOMMEDIEU TELLS THE 
WORLD HOW TO BET. 


CLOSE STUDENT OF HORSES. 


One Week Ago To-Day He Won $35,- 
000 From the Bookies Doing Busi- 
ness at Brighton Beach. 


NDW YORK, July 11.—Steve L’ Homme- 


dieu, the new race track plunger, one week 
ago to-day was reported to have won $100,- 
000 from the bookies, 

Last night he said there was no truth 
to the $100,000 story, but he modestly ad- 
mitted that he had won $35,000. 

“It was a good day’s work,”’ he said, “‘in 
fact, about the best I have ever done ina 
day, but not worth getting excited over. 

“Am I bothered by impecuntous friends 


or ‘strikers?’ Nota bit. They know that 
it’s no use. They know that winning money 
is my. business, and don’t go around 
throwing money away just because I make 
a big winning any more than a merchant 
stakes every would-be borrower every time 
he collects a big bill. 

“So you thought you'd find me ‘opening 
wine’ for a big crowd of hangers-on,’ d.d 
you? Well, let me tell you a secret. Il 
never buy wine when I win. I am more 
likely to do so when I lose. 

“Betting on horses is my business, and I 
did not invest much money in it until I 
had studied it carefully. I conduct my 
business on business principles, and if in 
the future I should ever ‘go broke’ I will 
at least have had the same legitimate ‘run 
for my money’ that any merchant has.. 

“What advice would I give to one who 
Wants to make money on the turf? That's 
hard to say. One of my rules is to take no 
advice, or rather, be gat from others, but 
to judge for myself. never let myseif get 
rattled because other people are plunging 
on other horses than those I have picked. 

“Form is worth a whole jot more than 
80-called luck. 

“I don’t get excited over big winnings 
Or depressed over big losings. When I 
have made up my mind that a certain 
horse has a good chance to win I put up 
as much money as I can spare to back it— 
taking good care to puta goss share of the 
money for place and third. 

“I don’t believe in backing favorites. I 
want at least even money, and seldom bet 
unless I can get from 4 to 8 to 1 against. 
That’s where the money comes in. Of 
course I make an exception in a cage like 
that of Ethelbert on Tuesday. That was 
such a ‘cinch’ that I put up $12,000 to win 


“I don’t play every race, Unless F feel 
very confident of some one horée I let the 
race go by. It’s much cheaper in the end. 
Of course I often lose. No man’s judg- 
ent is perfect. But I make it up in the 
end. 

“A man must have money to bet success- 
fully—otherwise he ig afraid to back his 
judgment at the right minute with a big 
pile and wipe out other losses. 

“One of my biggest winnings on a sin- 
gle race was $2, on Banastar at the 
Brooklyn handicap. 

“T don’t rely on 100 to 1 shots. You can’t 
place much money on such horses, 

**‘Horse par 3 ig as honest as any other 
business, and the bookmakers are as much 
to be trusted as ministers.”’

BRIDGE PLANS CHANGED 


New Board of Engineers Ordered to 
Make the Spans 500 Feet In- 
stead of 700 Feet. 


As announced Monday by the Post-Dis- 
patch, Secretary of War Alger has ap- 
pointed a new Board of Engineers to re- 
port upon the third bridge project, with 
instructions to base their calculations upon 
G0U-foot inatead of 700-foot spans. 

The Secretary's action, following Con- 
gZressman Joy's presentation of the case of 
the promoters, is a turn-down for the old 
Board of Engineers, which recommended 
that a 700-foot span be required. This 
board was composed of Col. Stickney, Col. 
Abbott and Col. Humphrey. 

Such a requirement practically put a 
stop to the third oridge scheme, because of 
the cos: of construction of a bridge of 700- 
foot spans. Congressman Joy hastened to 
protest against the finding of the board, 
He had a long conference with Secretary 
Aiger. Mr. Joy showed the Secretary that 
adherence to the finding of the board was 
equivalent to a refusal of permission to 
build the bridge. 

Monday Congressman Joy, Congressman 
Rodenburg of East St. Louls and ex-Con- 
greaeman Forman of East St. Louls called 
on the Becretary to further protest against 
the finding of the board. They found that 
the Secretary had been convinced by Con- 
greseman Joy's previous argument. He 
sent for Gen, Wilson, Chief of Engineers, 
and after some argument, in which Gen.

'Rodies of Miss Harris and Mrs. Lena 
Thomas Shipped to This City for 
for Interment. 


The collision of a Southern Pacific pass- 
enger train, loaded with school teachers 


from St. Louis, ‘with a freight train, near 
Newman, Cal., Monday morning resulted, 
as told exclusively in the first edition of 
Mionday’s Post-Dispatch in the death of 
‘Miss Addie Harris of 132 Dillon steeet, 
St. Louis, and of ‘Mrs. Lena Thomas, 
mother of Miss HPhizabeth White of St. 
Louis. The rumor of the death of Miss 
White was occasioned by a confusion ol 
her name with that of her mother. 

Miss Harris lived with her aged mother, 
her sisters and brothers, She was 36 years 
old and had taught school 15 years. Her 
remains have been shipped to this city. 

The list of injured included quite a num- 
ber from St. Louis, but the telegraph 
States that none of the ‘thurts are at all 
serious. The railway company settled wit 
a number of teachers, paying them cash. ~ 

Miss Elizabeth White of St. Louis. was 
cut in the head, but only slightly. She is 
a daughter of 'Mrs, Lena Thomas, who was 
killed. Mrs. Melinda Calvert’s foot was 
badly hurt and she lost all her clothing. Miss 
Wehmiller’s back was hurt, but she was 
able to walk. Miss Edna English’s ankle 
was so ‘badly sprained that she ‘thhad to be 
carried from the train. Edwin D. Luckey, 
who had charge of the party, was badly 
shaken up. ‘Miss Harris was instantly 
killed, the side of her head being crushed 
in. She was taken out dead. Mrs. Thomas, 
an elderly.lady, lived about five minutes 
after being taken from the wreck, but did 
not speak. Mrs. Lena Thomas came from 
Seneca Falls, N. Y., to St. Louis to meet 
sme daughter and take the trip to Los An- 
geles. 

Ail unite in praising the courage and 
coolness of Miss Elizabeth White of St. 
Louis, whose mother was killed. She was 
asieep in the same berth with Miss Addie 
Harris, who was killed instantly. Miss 
White was thrown over Miss Harris and 
carried down the car for three sections.

Mrs. William Muehlherr’s 
Terrible Experience. 


PULLED A ROBBER’S BEARD. 


HE WAS TOO STRONG FOR THE 
BELLEVILLE WIDOW. 


When She Awoke a Big Powerful Man 
Was in Her Room and After She 
Gave Him Her Money He 
Mistreated Her. 


The home of Mrs. William Muehlherr of 
Belleville was entered at midnight Monday 
by a burglar. He compelled her to give him 
her savings assaulted her. 

Mrs. Muehlherr is a widow, her husband 
having died last April. Since then she has 
been living with her 6-year-old son at her 
home, 501 South'Charles street, supporting 
the boy and herself by taking in washing.

Going to the side of the bed, he eaid in 
an apparently disguised voice: ‘Give me 
your money and be quick. If you make a 
fuss I will kill you.’’ 

Mrs. Muehlherr said she would give him 
every cent she had if he wold not harm her. 
“Well, hurry up and get the money,” he 
said, “‘ and I won’t hurt you.”’ 

Mrs. Muehiherr went to a closet in the 


| room and got her savings, which amounted 


to $10. She handed it to him. 
‘Is that all you’ve got?” he asked. 
She declared she had no more. 
With an oath he_seized her and a des- 
erate struggle ensued. He tried to tie her 
each behind her, but did not succeed. Mrs. 
Muehlherr was no match for the man, 
though, and after mistreating her he sprang 
out of the north window of the kitchen, 
through which he had entered, after cut- 
ting the slats and removing the screen. 
When Mrs. Muehlherr struck a light she 
found that before she had awakered the 
man had gone through the drawers of the 
washstand, but had found nothing but 
wearing apparel. 
He was unlocking the door to the parlor 
when Mrs. Muehlherr awoke. She thinks 
that the man krew she had received in- 
surance money from the Bricklayers’ Union 
of which her husband was a member, anc 
that he was looking for this money. The 
money had been used for funeral expenses 
and only $10 had been saved.
